For the past eight week* a newspaper has been printed and circulated 
in Covlna, called the "Covina Citrua News." 
The proprietors 
were

riafo 4 Day, two gentlemen who made a good personal Impression 
while 
conducting the paper. The Argus Editor became acquainted with both men, 


and found them to be gentlemen in every respect. The following article Is 
reprinted from the "Covina Citrus News" of this week, and is self-explana­ 
tory:

With this issue, the Covina Citrus News ceases publication and 
the unexpired paid subscriptions will be completed by the Argus. 
The News commenced publication August 28, in good faith, and the 
publishers have fulfilled their part and terms of the agreement under 
which it was launched in all particulars. The parties of the other 
part have not. 


It was at a meeting held at the home of Frederick J. Williams 
to which the editors and publishers of the News were invited that 
arrangements were made for starting the paper. 
At that meeting, 
there were in attendance B. T. Wilson, Frederick J. Williams, Joe 
Laycook, R. A. Welch, G. E. Covert and J. C. Hutchinson, jr., the 
latter president of the Commercial Club. Of course, Wilson* and 
Williams did most of the talking, as all who arc acquainted with them 
must know, but all those present made liberal promises of support 
and six hundred dollars was specifically pledged*to be paid when the 
first 
issue of the paper should be printed, Williams patting his 
" b u s o m " somewhere near the stomach line and saying, "there's six 
hundred dollars in there for you gentlemen when the first paper is 
printed." 
A big chasm has developed between the promise and the 
performance, although everyone named above complimented the pa­ 
per, Williams, who was out of the city, sending his by letter. 
It was 
as follows: 


" T h e first issue of the 'Citrus News' reached me here 
this morning, and to say the least Tam astonished and highly 
pleased to find such au up to date, alive newspaper, and I 
desire to extend my hearty congratulations to you both. 


" A s you Avell know, I am deeply interested in Covina 
and its welfare, and I feel that a publication such as yours 
should be a wonderful factor, and poHver, in enlightening the 
people as to the wonderful resources and opportunities with 
which our community is blessed, and that it will be of great 
assistance in our fight to shake off the unprogrcssive and de­ 
moralizing influences which now impede our progress. 


" I sincerely hope that our citizens realize this, and 
that you will have their widespread support in working for 
Covina, and the common good."

riot enough according to some of these supporters (?) and they pro­ 
posed a loan of $1,800 from' which the first payment on a typesetting 
machine was to be made, some new equipment purchased and certain 
obligations were to be met and the payment of the six hundred dol­ 
lars pledged was to be postponed until after the returns from the 
present orange crop should make payment easier. 
To this the pub­ 
lishers agreed and the papers were executed by the publishers and 
B. T. Wilson, J . H. Coolman, R. A. Welch, F . J. Williams, J. E. 
Meginn, R. M. Clarke, J. Laycook and P. W. Tally, escrowed in the 
bank and the deal completed except the payment of the money and 
the bank so notified the parties. 
This part of the ceremony was to 
be completed last Thursday evening, B. T. Wilson setting the timo 
and saying that nothing but his "dropping d e a d " would prevent the 
completion of the agreement. 
We haven't hoard of his death yet 
nor has ho carried out his part of the promise. 


He did come to the office Thursday night, however, telling the 
junior member of the firm that they had decided not to turn the 
funds over and to call off the loan proposition. 
The reason assigned 
for this change oC heart and change of plan was, the policy of the* 
paper did not suit them. lie criticised the paper for failing to " g o 
after Matthews when we had a chance," referring to the article in 
the Argus, reporting the meeting of Ihe. Commercial Club when Wil­ 
son made a speech against the extension of Ihe city boundaries. Be­ 
cause the News would not fight his personal battles in the language 
of his kind, it was to be disciplined, lie was also very wroth with the 
News for publishing a social item in regard to the entertainment of 
Miss Wynne at the Matl.1 lews' home. 
The item referred to was as 
follows: 


"Mr. and Mrs. A. L. Matthews delightfully 
enter­ 
tained about thirty guests Friday evening in honor of Miss 
Alice Wynne, who leaves the last of this week for I'etaluma. 
Mrs. Marshall, Mr. Marshall and Mr. Trevor of IiOijg Beach 
gave several vocal numbers which were greatly 
enjoyed. 
Dainty refreshments were served by the hostess. 


"Miss Wynne has been in the local postofficc for about 
four years, and she goes to I'etaluma to take a similar posi­ 
tion in the postofficc there. 
She will be missed here by a 
large circle of friends." 


That Wilson should take umbrage at the publication of such 
an item and he and his associates withdraw their support for such 
reasons, indicates the caliber of Ihe man and a desire to exercise a 
censorship which the editor of the News would not tolerate. 


As a further illustration of his methods, he wrote a number of 
"editorials" for publication and kindly furnished us a drawing 
executed by his son for a cartoon. 
The cartoon, we considered libel­ 
ous and refused to consider. 
Here is a sample of his bombastic 
"editorials" which the News refused to publish: 


"There is no room for any difference in opinion as 
to what constitutes the News. 
When a paper prints a story 
or an account of a meeting that is not verified by facts, it is 
not printing the news, hence, facts constitute news, and a 
newspaper is only valuable in so far as its news columns 
coincide with the facts in the case. 


" I n a recent issue; of our 'friend 
with a hundred 
eyes,' one eye for each job that he holds, an account was 
given of a meeting of .the scrious-rninded business men and 
taxpayers of Covina, held in the rooms of the City Council on 
Thursday night, where they concluded to follow the County 
Plan in the disposition of the cases of speed violators. The 
article stated that 'it was a meeting composed wholly of solid 
citizens with no mountebanks or windjammers to becloud 
the issue,' but it failed entirely to tell the true facts as to 
just what happened at the meeting. 
The facts are these; 
a vote was taken at the meeting as 1o whether or not Mr. 
Wells should be asked to resign as Recorder, and everyone 
voted for his resignation with tho exception of Mr. Matthews 
and Dr. Reed, so you can see that the Argus not only failed 
to print the News,, but that,, the solid citizens were against 
Wells almost to a man. A committee was appointed, con­ 
sisting of Dr. Reed, Mr. Matthews and Mr. Fitzgerald to call

English walnuts, creamy white, as 
they come from the cleaning process 
at the plant of the La Puente Valley 
Walnut Growers' Association, are be­ 
ing sewed into sacks or commercial 
•weight as fast as the packing house 
can operate this week. 
In faGt, the 
house found Itself just a little behind 
the amount that the stream of wag­ 
ons from the walnut groves waa bring­ 
ing in. The new machinery and new 
plant throughout is workingly admir­ 
ably, except that there have been a 
few things to adjust as is the case 
in all newly-installed machinery. 


"We're right in the middle of it," 
said Secretary Neely this week. 
The 
roar of the nuts, as they are turned 
out of the rancher's sacks, into the 
big-mouthed hoppers, drown conver­ 
sation, and the nuts that come from 
the upper floor, after the cleaning 
process, add their music to the steady 
rattle 
of 
the 
revolving 
cylinders, 
where the nuts aro being graded, ac­ 
cording to the rules laid down by the 
central association of California. 


Secretary C. Thorpe of the Califor­ 
nia central association, who acts as 
inspector, and visits all packing houses 
at the heighth of the season, was in 
Puento the first of the week. He said 
that the Puente walnuts looked to 
him to be the finest he has seen in 
all his travel of inspection during the 
season. 
ThiB is partially due to the 
fact that the walnut trees in the 
Puente district are just coming into 
fine bearing, and are therefore yield­ 
ing a splendid, large nut, and also 
to the fact that the Puente walnut 
district is situated • over an alluvial 
soil that is a hundred feet deep on 
an average, which is practically an 
unlimited depth of the finest kind of 
humus-carrying silt. 
Such a boost 
from the secretary of the state asso­ 
ciation is one that should not be kept 
a secret. 


The nuts that were damaged by the 
one day of hot weather in September, 
are being carefully sorted out in the 
house, and the local managers say 
that it is surprising how few of them 
will really go into the second grade. 
There will .perhaps be five per cent 
of them that are seriously injured 
This, however, has only to do with 
the appearance of the nut and not 
with its eating qualities.' The'nuts 
that were' sun-burned have a spot on 
the shell which does not easily bleach 
out, and there is the added difficulty 
of getting rid of the outside husk. 


The prices on walnuts for this sea­ 
son as fixed by the Southorn Cali­ 
fornia Walnut Growers' Assn., are as 
follows:

It is estimated that Southern Cali­ 
fornia waulnut growers will receive 
13,500,000 for their crop this year, 
the output being placed at 22,800,000 
pounds. The above prices are said to 
be the highest since the beginning of 
the walnut industry. 
Tho reasons 
given are tho shortage of the Euro 
pean crop, the damage to tho Call 
fornla crop by the recent warm wea 
t)her, and the fact that the world 
supply is almost cleaned up, the first 
time in many years. 


Will Petition for 


S. L. Watts, one of the directors of 
the Puente Valley Walnut Growers' 
Association, and a well-known rancher 
of the district, said this week that he 
is heartily In sympathy with the move­ 
ment to name the now road across 
the valley, the "Puente Boulevard." 
This road is one several times spoken 
of in this paper as connecting the Co- 
vina boulevard on the north with the 
one that runs through the town of 
Puente, and which practically bisects 
the "Lucky" Baldwin plains. 


"I am willing to circulate a petition 
for the purpose of presenting this 
matter before the board of supervis­ 
ors," he said. "I am sure that prac­ 
tically all the ranchers with property 
abutting on the rond, and also those 
living in the district benefited by the 
new macadam improvement, will be 
in favor of this change of name." 


The road is now known officially as 
"Glendora avenue," where it crosses 
the Baldwin plains (which, by the 
way, are plains no longer, but walnut 
groves), and this old name, tacked 
onto the road in the old days, is now 
thought to be very misleading, as it is 
not 
anywhere 
near 
Glendora, 
and 
does not lead, excepting in a round­ 
about way, to the city of that name. 
A part of the street is also known as 
Lark Ellen street, and while this por­ 
tion will probably retain its name, 
the ranchers are very desirous to get 
the road across the lower end of the 
valley to bear the name of Puente, 
This matter will probably be present 
ed by petition to the board of super 
visors in a short ime.

land by planting to walnuts. The land 
just purchased has a fine water right, 
coming from what is known as the 
Omaha pumping plant, which produces 
175 inches of water. 


WALNUT CENTER SALE. 
Mr. MacDonald has also just sold 
twelve acres of walnut grove in Wal­ 
nut Center, or West Covina, belong­ 
ing to Ella M. Bennett of Pasadena. 
The property is improved with a house 
and barn, and is planted to trees six 
years old. The purchaser of M. John­ 
son of Glendora, and the price paid 
was $6,750. Mrs. Bennett's son has 
been living on the property and will 
continue to work his mother's remain­ 
ing twenty-four acres in the imme­ 
diate vicinity. 


SANTA ANA 
W A L N U T S 
SUFFER FROM 
A P H I S 


Santa Ana, Cal., Oct. 17.—After the 
reported loss to the walnut crop from 
the recent warm weather, J. G. Ber- 
neike, Investigated the conditions and 
has the following to say: 
"The wal 
nut crop of Orange county this year 
will be considerably lighter than was 
anticipated, but the cause for It is due 
only in small degree to the heat wave 
of September. 
It is due mostly to 
the. damage done by the aphis, and 
could not be discovered until the har­ 
vesting of the crop revealed the large 
number of culls due to this cause 
Four cents per pound for culls will 
mjean quite a loss to the grower, 
whereas 25c per pound for walunt 
meats will bring him out pretty near 
even."

Puente Supplies Seeds 


For Southern States 


Thousands upon thousands of sacks 
of black-eye beans are shipped from 
California 
to the 
southern 
states 
where the beans are a part of the 
staple diet among the poorer families 
and the negroes. 


But in addition to this, the states 
of the south must be supplied with 
bean-seed 
from 
California, 
because 
the beans grown in the south are at 
tacked by weevils, making them unfit 
for use in reproduction. The Puente 
boans, raised in the upper San Ga 
briel valley, on walnut and orange 
ranches as an intermediate crop be­ 
tween the trees, are wholly free from 
weevil, says Secretary W. E. Newton 
of the Puente Mercantile Company. 
That is why the Puente beans are 
sometimes marked and sent out to 
be used as seed In other parts of the 
country. 
Mr. Newton says that he 
never saw a sign of a weevil In the 
years bis company has been cleaning 
and sacking the beans for the grow­ 
ers, save in one Instance, when four 
saekn, that had come in from a dis­ 
tant part of the state, showed signs 
of having been worked on by tho 
v.oniiB. 
Tlieao were discovered and 
isolated at once, and the beans and 
Backs wore destroyed. Outside of this 
one instance, ho has never seen a 
bean weevil in the Puente district. 


The Mercantile Company is closing 
up 
the bean season rapidly 
now. 
Practically all the beans of the dis­ 
trict have gone through the bean 
•cleaner. 


Twenty acres of eight-year-old wal­ 
nuts on Azusa avenue were sold this 
week through the agency of D. W. 
MacDonald, 
local 
representative of 
the Edwards & Wlldey Company of 
Los AngeleB. The grove was a part 
of forty acres owned by William L. 
Griffiths, and sold to A. F. Bonestell 
of Orange for $16,000 cash. 


Mr. Griffiths is one of the pioneer 
workers in the reclaiming of land 
from the "Lucky" Baldwin plains. He 
was for some years a "dry fanner" 
on the Baldwin rancho, and finally 
isolated eighty acres from the several 
thousand he was ranching, and devel­ 
oped a pump-water 
supply 
on 
it, 
planting to walnuts and citrus fruits. 
A large portion of this he has since 
sold. He still retains twenty acres 
with bungalow and barn on it, at tho 
corner of Arroyo Drive and Azusa
